The Dixon police depart- 


ment Monday afternoon -un- 
veiled its new secret weapon 
against speeders. It's called 
radar. 


Radar first came into its 


own during World War n 
when it was used so effective- 
ly against the enemy. Now it 
is being employed against 
those motorists who would 
make our city streets into 
speedways. 


One reliable reference defined 


radar as a contraction of the words 
"radio direction and range." It is 
the term used to name a device 
that locates objects by means of 
reflected radio waves. 


Radar operates on the principle 


of the detection of pulses of radio 
energy which have been reflected 
from, an object. 


The distance of the object is 


determined by measuring the 
time required for the short pulses 
of energy to travel to the object 
and return. 


For example, radio waves trav- 


el at the velocity or 186,4)00 miles 
a second. An object one mile 
away from the instrument would 
be recorded in 10.7 millionth of a 
second. 


A common antenna is usually 


used for transmitting the primary 
signal and receiving the reflected 
echo.

City officials, local and county 


authorities and members of the 
Dixon Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce who witnessed the first pub- 
lic demonstration of the new radar 
equipment soon were convinced 
that it is foolproof. 


It not only makes a lightning- 


fast report of the speed of any 
car within a half a block but 
also gives the speeder written 
proof of his violation by record- 
ing his speed on a graph. 


The police bagged three speed- 


ers within an hour on Fourth 
Street and N. Brinton Avenue. 
Many other motorists were re- 
corded as exceeding the speed lim- 
it but were not stopped because 
they were driving only a few miles 
over the designated maximum. 


The new equipment, which cost 


Si,400, is the latest device em- 
ployed by Police Commissioner 
Paul Potts in his anti-speeding 
campaign.

DENVER UP)—"It is quite possible." 
That remark by a foremost heart specialist who exam- 


hied President Eisenhower would surely have put a wide grin 
on the chief executive's face if he had been there to hear it. 


For Dr. Paul Dudley White of 


Boston was saying "it is quite pos- 
sible" Eisenhower will be able to 
play golf again—provided of 
course, he has a normal recovery 
from the heart attack which hos- 
pitalized him Saturday. 


Golf Helpful 


The doctor also said that all the 


golf the President has played pos- 
sibly "helped to delay" the attack. 


To Eisenhower, golf is one of 


life's joys. He loves it. And his 
friends have been saying they 
can't think of anything he would 
miss more. 


From the time the President 


came to Colorado Aug. 14 for a 
work-and-play vacation until he 
was stricken four days ago he 
played hundreds of holes of golf at 
Denver's Cherry Hills Country 
Club. 


In Washington it was more diffi- 


cult to get away, but he played 
whenever he could. And in the 
spring, at Thanksgiving time and 
at Christmas he has relaxed at the 
Augusta National Golf Club in 
Georgia. 


Dr. White said at a news confer- 


ence: 


"Now I -know there-ts~a-jlikeli- 


hood of some people thinking the 
golf he played the day before his 
illness might have been instru- 
mental in the production of this 
attack, or the high altitude at 
which he has been lately. 


KO Influence 


"I believe they have no influ- 


ence in having precipitated this 
attack. 


"We see these attacks come fre- 


quently at sea level, and in people 
who never play golf. My own feel- 
ing is that golf has been wrongly 
blamed, that"those who play golf 
and have an attack at the age of 
65 might have had an attack at 45 
if they hadn't played golf . . . 


"We just don't know, but we 


don't think exercise itself is re- 
sponsible. 


"In fact. 1 am of the impression 


that it really helped to delay the 
onset of this rather than to cause 
it." 


White said he had had "many 


patients who have resumed golf, 
even who have started golf for the 
first time'' after recovery from, a 
heart attack.

movement to take the Ashton 
area out of Community Unit 
School District 271 to form a 
new school district is being 
revived this week, amid 
charges that there has been 
a "co.verup" of information 
from the State Department of 
Public Instruction.

scheduled a week from Saturday, 
Tom Gaskins, Ashton, a member 
of the District 271 board of educa- 
tion, Monday revealed two letters 
from C. C. Byerly, first assistant 
superintendent of public instruc- 
tion. 


The first, addressed to Beryl 


Beeghly, Franklin Grove, secre- 
tary of the board, says the three- 
school plan is not the best solu- 
tion to the district's problems. 


Two-Way Solution 


The second, addressed to Gas- 


kins, indicates a central school pi- 
dissolution of the district might be 
the best way of solving the school 
problems of the area. 


The district has lost its official 


recognition from the state depart- 
ment. 


The letter to Beeghly was dated 


Aug. 16 (several weeks before the 
board voted 3-2 for a special build- 
ing program election on the three 
high school plan Oct. 8) and was a 
reply to a letter which Beeghly 
wrote to the state department ask- 
ing for information. 


The letter includes the following 


statement : 


"The 
three-school plan which 


you (Beeghly) outline in your let- 
ter is not, in our judgment, as we 
indicated at Dixon, the best solu- 
tion to your education problems. 
As we also indicated at Dixon, 
there is no point to continuing a 
unit district which insists on oper- 
ating in isolated pails. Certainly 
the state has never insisted on a 
central high school. We have said 
that there is no point to a unit dis- 
trict which does not through the 
unit district organization make it 
possible .o provide a more ade- 
quate program than could be pro- 
vided by several separate dis- 
tricts."

For that matter, it seems 
quite likely they won't need to 
urge him. Eisenhower, who will be 
65 Oct. 14, said in August the state 
of his health would be a factor in 
his decision about running again.

Committee Reports 
Profitable Ways 
To Use Fertilizer 


CHICAGO (Special)—The Middle 


West Soil Improvement Committee 
lists five profitable ways fertilizer 
can be applied this fall to boost 
crop yields next year and cut 
costs of production: 


1. Broadcast and plow under this 


fall the extra plant food needed 
for top yields of corn and small 
grains in 1956. Research tests show 
that phosphate and potash in fer- 
tilizers is just as efficient applied 
in the fall as in the spring on 
nearly all Corn Belt soils. Nitrogen 
will be held in most medium to 
heavy soils if the plant food is put 
on after soils have cooled down to 
55 degrees. On very sandy soils, 
however, serious losses of nitrogen 
can occur through leaching. 


2. Add fertilizer containing nitro- 


gen, phosphate and potash to win- 
ter wheat. Broadcasting and plow- 
ing down the plant food gives best 
results where soil tests show low 
nutrient levels. Row applications 
at planting- time will give good 
results where 
soil tests show 


medium to high fertility levels. Or 
a combination of both methods 
can be used to promote vigorous 
growth. 


3. Fertilize old permanent pas- 


tures just before freeze up with a 
top-dressing of nitrogen, phosphate 
and potash fertilizer. 


4. Top-dress legume grass mead- 


ows late this summer with phos- 
phate and potash fertilizer. For 
best results in extra hay and ex- 
tra quality, the plant food should 
be put on as soon as possible after 
the last cutting this season. 


5. Use fertilizer in a renovating 


program to build up rundown pas- 
tures. These rebuilt pastures can 
often carry twice as many live- 
stock per acre as formerly. 


Agronomists point out that fall is 


often more favorable for spread- 
ing fertilizer than spring. The 
ground is firmer and the going is 
easier for trucks. In fall. too. there 
usually is a better choice of grades 
available and delivery is prompt- 
er.

Social Security 
Gives Facts for 
Farm Employers 


Since Jan. 1, 1955, any farm em- 


ployee, regardless of age, who is 
paid as much as $100 in cash 
wages by any one farm employer 
during a calendar year is covered 
by social security. 


This means that the farm em- 


ployer, who has such an empolyee, 
will deduct a two per cent social 
security tax from the cash wages 
he has paid the employee and h« 
will contribute an equal amount. 
He must report the amount of cash 
wages that he has paid to each 
such employee and send the total 
tax to the District Director of In- 
ternal Revenue. 


The first social security wage 


information returns covering farm 
employees, together with the pay- 
ment of the social security taxes 
due, should be sent to the District 
Director of Internal Revenue not 
later than Jan. 31, 1956. Large 
farm operators may be required to 
file returns and pay taxes earlier. 
Farm operators can get complete 
information about taxes from the 
District Director of Internal Rev- 
enue. 


Every covered farm employer 


is required to keep all records per- 
tinent to the taxes. No particular 
form is .prescribed for keeping 
records. The following1 records 
should be kept for each employee: 


1. The name and social security 


account number of the employee. 


2. The'payments to the employee 


of cash wages for agricultural 
labor. 


3. The amount deducted as em- 


ployee tax. 


Newly covered farm workers 


will need social security cards 
which they can get from their 
nearest social 
security district 


office. If the farm worker once had 
a card but lost it he should apply 
for a duplicate card. An applica- 
tion form can be obtained from the 
local post office. 


By keeping proper records and 


filing complete and accurate social 
security tax returns, the farm op- 
erator is helping to. build future 
financial protection for his em- 
ployee in olcj age and for their 
families in case of death.

Crisis to Grow and Grow 
Industry Outdoes Farms 
In Use of Resources

WASHINGTON (*) — America to- 


day is locked in a gigantic see- 
saw battle over one of nature's 
most abundant i-espurces—water. 


With the huge increase in popu- 


lation and the postv.-ar industrial 
boom, the resulting scarcity of 
water in many sections of the 
country finds farmer pitted against 
farmer for irrigation water, city 
against city and state against 
state for domestic supplies, and 
industry, biggest consumer of all, 
struggling to find enough water to 
survive. 


"Competition is keen and in 


some areas critical," a Hoover 
Commission task force told Con- 
gress in a midsummer report. 


Long-Range Outlook 


The long-range outlook is far 


from bright. Experts say that by 
1975, an additional 145 billion gal- 
lons will be needed daily — equiv- 
alent to the flow of about 11 Colo- 
rado Rivers. 
. Even the supply we have today 
Is put to hard usage. The water we 
drink and use for cooking is often 
"reclaimed" water — filtered and 
chemically purified — that has 
tun through sewers. 


"In the upper Ohio watershed, 


Curing periods of low river flow, 
one quart of every gallon of water 
has been flushed through a sewer," 
says the Hoover Commission task 
force. 


In Ohio's Mahoning River, along 


.a 25-mile stretch near Youngs- 
town, 'so many steel mills and 
other industrial plants use and re- 
use the river water that at times 
it has become too hot (as much 
as 130 degrees) to be employed 
for cooling purposes'. 


Every gallon of the Mahoning's 


average flow of 500 million gallons 
daily is. drawn into use 3 to 15 
times. 


Seek Better Supplies 


For the first time, U.S. industry 


now uses more water than farm 
irrigation, and shortages in some 
sections of the industrial East have 
caused factories to look elsewhere 
for better supplies. . 


Scores of far-seeing communi- 


ties already are expanding their 
Wiater "supplies by building, costly 
pipelines, dams, reservoirs and 
farm 
ponds, and are 
probing 


deeper into the earth than ever 
before. 


Ohio is drilling 2,000 wells a 


month; Baltimore has just com- 
pleted a new reservoir holding 23 
billion gallons of water. Dallas 
will foot uie bill itself for a dam- 
reservoir costing 20 million dol- 
lars. 


What is the government doing 


to alleviate the situation? The 
story of the Federal Reclamation 
Bureau's multibillion-dollar water 
projects is too long to be recounted 
here in "detail. 


But since 1824, when the govern- 


ment first entered the reclamation 
picture, the U. S. Treasury has 
spent more than 14*4 billion dollars 
on water projects. In addition. 
Congress has authorized projects 
totaling 18*2 billions. Other proj- 
ects, proposed but not yet author- 
ized, would biing the grand total 
to more than 84 billion.

Young Governor Ribicoil of Connecticut, as a Democrat,

One would imagine the AFL might find it possible to 


support his pretest against this questionable language. But 
the federation instead sent apologies to the CIO because 
Ribicoff had spoken from its platform. 


We are talking here about just one organizing pamphlet 


in one campaign. 
But there is an important principle in- 


volved, as Ribicoff saw. 


What the CIO pamphlet says it that the end justifies the 


means. So long as the cause is just—fair wages, hours, 
working conditions—then "anything" may be done to ad- 
vance that 'cause. 


It is a peculiar kind of thinking that would lend sanctity 


to conniving, annoying or any other dubious tactics simply 
because the declared goal is good.

Labor leaders too often have been guilty of this kind 


of thinking. Since they came to great power in this country, 
they have indulged in many excesses in the name of the 
"people," only a part of whom they in fact represent. 


When called to account, these leaders self-righteously 


decline to acknowledge any error or transgression. Wrapped 
in the protective garment of the "people's" cause they ask 
instead that laws which govern others not be applied to 
them. 


Ribicoff is to be commended for speaking out for prin- 


ciple, even while a guest in labor's own house. The labor 
leaders' reply seemed only to reaffirm their original posi- 
tion—that the end justifies the means.

What the CIO pamphlet says it that the end justifies the 


means. So long as the cause is just—fair wages, hours, 
working conditions—then "anything" may be done to ad- 
vance that -cause. 


It is a peculiar kind of thinking that would lend sanctity 


to conniving, annoying or any other dubious tactics simply 
because the declared goal is good.

Labor leaders too often have been guilty of this kind 


of thinking. Since they came to great power in this country, 
they have indulged in many excesses in the name of the 
"people," only a part of whom they in fact represent. 


When called to account, these leaders self-righteously 


decline to acknowledge any error or transgression. Wrapped 
in the protective-garment of the "people's" cause they ask 
instead that laws which govern others not be applied to 
them. 


Ribicoff is to be commended for speaking out for prin- 


ciple, even while a guest in labor's own house. The labor 
leaders' reply seemed only to reaffirm their original posi- 
tion—that the end justifies the means.

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What Happened in First 
12 Hours of Ike's Illness 


By DON WHITEHEAD 


WASHINGTON (t>—The full story 


has yet to be told of what hap- 
pened over & span of almost 12 
hours between the time President 
Eisenhower suffered a heart attack 
in Denver and the time he was 
taken to a hospital. 


So far, only scanty reports have 


been given to the public about the 
.first hours of the President's ill- 
ness. Physicians here say they are 
puzzled and somewhat shocked by 
the chronology of events reported 
from the Summer White House. 


Ask Questions 


They are asking these questions 
1. If President 
Eisenhower' 


heart attack came at 2:45 a.m 
while he was being attended by a 
physician, then why was it almos 
11 hours later before cardiograph 
tracings were taken? 


2. After the tracings were taken 


and the heart attack confirmed 
why was the President permitted 
even with assistance, to walk down 
stairs from a second-floor bed 
room, across a porch, down an 
other five steps to an automobile 
waiting to take him on a seven 
mile drive to the hospital, ant 
then into the hospital? 


One prominent capital physician 


exclaimed: "I was shocked when 
I read that the President was per 
mitted to walk to an automobile 
to be driven seven miles to the 
hospital. "When I read it, I called 
my wife and said: "My God 
they've let him walk from the 
house.' " 


All Surprised 


Other doctors queried on thi: 


point gave the same reaction: sur- 
prise that the President had been 
allowed to exert himself by walk 
ing—even with assistance—when it 
was known he was suffering from 
coronary thrombosis. 


There is speculation here that 


perhaps Eisenhower 
himself re- 


fused to be carried from the home 
of his mother-in-law Mrs. John S 
Doud and placed in an ambulance. 


There was some speculation too 


that an initial effort was made— 
for political reasons—to minimize 
the seriousness of the President's 
Illness but that it soon became 
impossible.

James C. Hagerty told reporters 
that Eisenhower had walked from 
the Doud house 'and up to his 
hospital suite while being "sup- 
ported and assisted," His explana- 
tion was: "The doctors said this 
was the easiest way and better 
than putting- him into a litter and 
trying to get him ir.to a car."

It is stand- 
ard practice to place heart attack 
patients under oxygen to assure 
greater rest in the early, critical 
days. 


Meanwhile, the Denver White 


House announced it was putting no 
pressure on the justice 
depart- 


ment for a requested legal opinion 
concerning to what extent presi- 
dential powers could be delegated 
in event of an emergency. 


James C. Hagerty, Eisenhower's 


press secretary, said Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon and Eisenhower aides 
had surveyed the situation and 
concluded that "there is nothing in 
the immediate future that requires 
the president's signature, or any- 
thing that amounts to delegation 
of powers." 


The entire situation undoubtedly 


will come up for new study in 
Washington later in the week at 
meetings of the president's cabi- 
net and the National Security Coun- 
cil, the government's top policy- 
making unit on security matters.

On his arrival back in Boston 


Monday night, Dr. White said:

BUENOS AIRES (a—Argentina's 


provisional government continued 
to withhold a safe conduct pass 
from Juan Peron today, trying to 
make sure the ousted President 
causes the country no trouble from 
his future place of exile. 


Provisional President Eduardo 


Lonardi's government has said it 
would respect the traditional Latin- 
American right of political asylum 
and give Peron a safe conduct to 
Asucion, Paraguay. But. it ap- 
peared the pass would not be forth- 
coming for two or three more days. 


Peron, meanwhile, idled aboard 


the Paraguayan gunboat Para- 
guay, three miles out from Puenos 
Aires in the broad river Plate but 
still within Argentine territory. He 
took refuge on the vessel a week 
ago after the military revolt led 
by Lonardi ended Peron's 10-year 
dictatorship. 


Explain Delay 


Mario .Amadeo, long-time politi- 


cal foe of Peron who was sworn 
in Monday as foreign minister, 
declared the problem of Peron's 
safe conduct Into exile would "be 
solved in a manner satisfactor for 
the t.ransquility. security,'and inter- 
ests of Argentina."

She is his widow. 


Christiano's 
bullet-riddled body 


was found southwest of Chicago 
Sept. 18 on U. S. 66. Six shots in 
his back had been patterned into 
a dollar sign by a killer marks- 
man. He died a short time later 


1 in a nearby hospital without nam- 
P ing his slayers. 


Mrs. Christiano testified at the 


inquest that when she returned to 
her husband's room four days af- 
ter the shooting she found the place 
had been ransacked. She said a 
ST50 watch and 
$400 cuff links 


were missing. 


In other testimony, a former 


wife and an ex-convict associate 
of Christiano's said they had keys 
to the slain man's strong box. An. 
attorney said the strong box had 
not been opened. It will be opened 
later in the presence of witnesses.

Drouth, Corn 
Borers Affect

Most of the 1955 crops were

The feed supply is record large 


—hi spite of late summer drouth.

estimated to be a little larger 
than last year and nearly equal to 
the 10-year average.

Hogs Increase

The corn crop is distributed 


much differently this year than it 
was last year.

however, that the odds are about

was earlier than ever before; (2) 
farmers,

Expect Losses 


Large amounts of the 1955 com 


crop may never be harvested. The 
stalks are very weak from injuries 
by corn borers and rot. In many 
areas much corn already has fal- 
len to the ground. Strong winds 
before harvest would drop manv 
more millions of bushels to the 
earth. 


If dry weather continues, some 


of the fallen corn will be saved bv 
Iviestock. However, heavy rains 
and early- snows would prevent j 
much salvage. 


'Another point—if the weather 


favors a rapid harvest, prices of 
com may be reduced by pressures 
from large marketings. On the oth- 
er hand, a slow harvest would 
help prices to hold up during Oc- 
tober and November, and they 
might even work a little higher be 
fore the harvest is completed.

Wheat growers whose 1956 wheat 


acreage is as much as 25 per c«it 
below their farm wheat acreage 
allotment will get credit for the 
full allotment acreage in calculat- 
ing future farm allotments. 


In other words, the L.ee County 


Agricultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation Committee explains, if 
the farm's wheat acreage for next 
year's harvest is only 'three-fourths 
of the farm allotment, the future 
wheat acreage allotments estab- 
lished for the farm will be figured 
as though the full allotment had 
been planted. Heretofore, reduc- 
tions of more than 10 per cent were 
considered in calcufating 
future 


allotments. 


Each year's farm allotment, the 


Committee explains, is based prim- 
arily on the farm's wheat acreage 
for the previous three years. Under 
the new ruling, even 'if the wheat 
acreage is as much as one-fourth 
less than the farm allotment, future 
allotments will be calculated as 
though the full allotment had been 
harvested.

Treat Cattle 
Now If They 
Have Worms 


URBANA — As a general rule, 


cattlt should be treated for round- 
worms in the fall. But a University 
of Illinois parasitologist says not 
to waste money on treatment if 
your cattle don't need it. 


Dr. Norman D. Levin* of the Col- 


lege of Veterinary Medicine recom- 
mends consulting a veterinarian if 
you suspect that some of your ani- 
mals have worms. 


Phenothiazin* will control many 


of the rounUworms of cattle. It caii 
b« given either periodically in re- 
medial doses or continuously at 
low levels in feed as a preventive 
measure. 


A veterinarian or diagnostic lab- 


oratory should examine the feces 
of animals for parasite eggs to de- 
termine whether the cattle are 
heavily enough infested to warrant 
either form of treatment. 


To kill adult worms in the stom- 


ach and intestines of cattle, the 
recommended therapeutic dose of 
phenothiazine is 10 to 20 grams per 
100 pounds of body weight up to 
a maximum of 60 grams per ani- 
mal. Give two treatments '21 days 
apart. Because phenothiazine turns 
milk pink upon exposure to air, 
you should r.ot sell milk from 
treated dairy cows. But you can 
safely feed it to calves. 


Feeder cattle brought in from 


western ranges generally are not 
seriously infested with worms. If 
you put the feeders immediately in 
dry-lot, you should have no trouble. 
But if you keep them in an over- 
stocked, closely cropped pasture, 
they may become heavily parasit- 
ized. Animals that eat plants close 
to the ground are most apt to pick 
up worm larvae. 


In Illinois a good time to treat 


for worms — if treatment is need- 
ed — is in the fall when the cattle 
go from pasture to feedlot.

NEW YORK — President Eisen- 


hower's heart attack "comes just 
at the time medical science is 
scoring its first dramatic victories 
against the nation's leading killer. 


Just 30 years ago, heart attacks 


like his killed 50 per cent of the 
men they stnick. 


Today 80 to 90 per cent survive 


the first attack. 


And best of all, many go back 


to normal lives and normal or 
nearly normal work. Most can 
live happily for many years. 


This radical change was born of 


new knowledge, new dnigs to com- 
bat high blood pressure, new heart 
surgery to repair defective heartg, 
heart-lung machines putting your 
own heart on a holiday and new 
tips of how to live with your heart 
and avoid trouble. 


Rarely Complain* 


Consider, first, this instrument 


of life's vitality, an organ the size 
of two fists. It beats and pulses 
38 million times a year. Daily it 
pumps 
4,320 gallons of blood 


through 60,000 miles of blood ves- 
sels—a distance

earth's equator. 


It rarely complains. It adjusts 


blood flow to the demands of'your 
body. But your heart has a secret 
—it rests between strokes. 


Slightly less than half the time 


is it working. Better than half the 
time, it relaxes. 


Why is it vulnerable to the heart 


attack, the coronary thrombosis 
which the President suffered? 


Your heart is a muscle. It also 


must have nourishment, brought 
to it by the blood. So your heart 
sends some of its refreshed, oxy- 
gen-carrying blood through its own 
private system of arteries and 
veins. 


These arteries, alone with others 


in the body, are susceptible to a 
clogging and narrowing process. 
Deposits of fatty material can 
form inside the artery wall, nar- 
rowing and impeding the blood 
flow, much like rust collecting in- 
side iron pipes. This process is 
called atherosclerosis, and is a 
form of hardening of arteries. 


Sometimes Gradual 


The clogging sometimes gradual- 


ly cuts off the blood flow. Much 
more often, blood clots begin to 
form as the Wood flows past the 
roughened area.

suddenly shut off the blood flow. 
This is the coronary thrombosis. 


The shutdown prevents oxygen 


and food from reaching part of the 
heart muscle. Cells in the area 
served by the blocked artery die. 


But the h e a r t is tough ajid 


sturdy. It can recover, if not too 
large an area of muscle has b<jen 
hit. 


Other coronary arteries can ex- 


pand and stretch to begin taking 
blood into the affected area, or 
new blood vessels grow into it. 
Normal repair processes form scar 
tissue in the deadened area. Scar 
tissue is not as good as normal 
healthy muscle tissue, but the 
heart can make a comeback to 
resume its pumping duties. 


Complete rest gives the heart 


time to make repairs. Blood-thin- 
ning drugs can't dissolve the clot 
blocking an artery, but they can 
prevent it from spreading, or pre- 
vent complications such as clots 
forming in arteries of the legs 
during the long period of rest. 
Drugs help relieve the pain. 


He's Optimistic 


Dr. Paul D. White, noted special- 


ist who tended Eisenhower, pic- 
tures an optimistic outlook for the 
President, barring complications. 


The outlook also is vastly im- 


proved today for the average man 
suffering his first heart attack. 


"There is no justification for the 


pessimism and pschological inva- 
lidism which have been present up 
until, now," declares a well-known 
New York specialist, Dr. Arthur 
M. Master, in a recent medical 
journal report. 


He and associates report only a 


5 per cent death rate from first 
attacks among patients seen in pri- 
vate practice.
